CONDITION OF NA 


T1ONAI, FINASC'KS. 


Senator W. B. Allison of Iowa is re- 


ported as saying that the national 
finances are in a deplorable .'ondition. 
That baa been said a thousiind times 
and it is as true as gospel. 
The 


revenue, which, when the people wore 
prosperous, were more than suffloisnl 
to defray the expenses of the Govern- 
ment, are now inadequate foi that pur- 
pose. When Cleveland was President 
seven years ago there was u surplus in 
the Treasury. The Pr»sident's groat- 
eat trouble then was to get rid of the 
surplus. The Government was run ou 
the high pressure system and Gongrens 
was more intent on increasing the ex- 
penditures of tho Government to get 
rid of tho surplus than in reducing 
taxation. 


Senator Allison says the cause of the 


falling off in tho revenues is somewhat 
obscure. 
Some people lay it to the 


change in tarilf Hohedules, but it ante- 
dates th» late tariff act. H is in part 
the product of havd times, aa the peo- 
ple are living economically and do not 
require as many imports as when times 
were better. Tho financial condition 
of the people is nearly a<> bad as that 
of the Government. 'Ibe panic of 1S7U 
gavi us full five years of depression 
and suffering and the Senator ibiuks 
it will take five years to restore the 
country to the financial condition we 
enjoyed three years ago. 


Senator Allison does not tell or ovini 


intimate tbe canto of tho panic of 187a 
or of 1893. The first followed the pass- 
age of tho dPinoiiotiz<ui(>a EJT, mid that 
of 1893 tho smspeiisiouof sllvercoinuge. 
Both acts affected tho currency by 
suspending the coinage of silver. In 
1878, however, Senator Allison, as one 
of the conferees of the Senate, reported 
against the passage < f tho free coinage 
bill which had passed the House of 
Representatives and gave us the Bland- 
Allison Act authorizing the coinage of 
not more than 4,000,000 nor less than 
52,000,000 standard dollars monthly. 
Benator Sherman, who was then Secre- 
tary of tho Tre.'.bury, predicted dire 
consequences to the country even if 
that mueU silver was coined, ami pre- 
vailed on the President to veto it, yet 
it ended tho business depression uud 
no mure panics occurred until 1893, 
when the coinage of silver dollar.-; was 
wholly suspended. This would indi- 
cate that the closing of tho mints to 
silver in 1873 caused one of the panics 
to which the Senator refers uud the 
suspension of the coinage of standard 
dollars in June, 1893, caused the other 
and the depression from which the 
country still suffers. It is not un- 
reasonable to suppise that the restric- 
tion of silver coinage was the principal 
if not the solo cau«o of both panics and 
that the restoration of silver io its 
former standard as a money metal 
would end tho present depression and 
prevent th« recurrence of such panics*. 
At any rate the remedy ib worth a trial. 
It is not possible for it to do much 
barm and it might result in much good.

Commits Suicide. 


Julius A. Hunloon, County Clerk and 


Treasurer of Lyon county, committed 
suicide last Monday night in his ofHce 
in the courthouse at Dayton. The 
Counly Commissioners held a meeting 
Monday afternoon whic'i Huntoon at- 
tended as Clerk of the Board. It was 
customary for the Board to count the 
money in the Treasurer's office, but on 
this occasion Huntoon left before that 
was done. He could not be found and 
about 7 o'clock in the evening a light 
was seen in the Treasurer's 
office. 


John Lothrop, Deputy District Attor- 
ney, and County Treasurer-elect Lof- 
tus found the office locked and effected 
an entrance through the transom. 
Huntoou was seated in a chair and 
withoutjsayiug a word placed a revol- 
ver to his breast and flred. The bullet 
entered near the left nipple and went 
through his heart, causing almost in- 
stant death. There was [about $15,000 
in the vault, showing a shortage of 
about $6,000. 


Huntoon was Treasurer of the Grand 


Lodge of A. O. U. W., and of Dayton 
Lodge, I 0 0. F. Ths money belong- 
ing to those orders was fouxid at his 
residence, where he deposited it with 
bis wife last Monday morning. He 
held the office of Treasurer of Lyon 
county for five consecutive terms and 
it is not known what disposition he 
made of the missing funds. . 


Tho deceased was about 45 years of 


age and be leaves a widow and four 
children to mourn his sad ending. He 
was well known throughout the State 
by reason of his connection with fra- 
ternal societies. He left a note in 
which he stated that the shortage in 
his accounts wa^ caused by his having 
been robbed, but as no one would be- 
lieve it, to avoid arrest and prosecution 
he had determined to end his life.
